SEOUL, Korea—(AN—Allied big 
funs poured a withering barrage 
of shells into Communist positions 
in eastern Korea today. 
High explosive and 
fragmenta­ 
tion shells rained down on some 
Red strongpoints for more than an 
hour. A murderous 15-minute bar­ 
rage battered Red positions above 
the Mundung valley, springboard 
for one of the heaviest Commun­ 
ist attacks 
in 
weeks 
Thursday 
night. 
Allied aircraft were out Friday 
afternoon after being grounded by 
storms in the morning. One Red 
Mig was damaged in a foul-min­ 
ute battle between 19 U. S. Sabre 
jets and 30 Communist jets over 
northwest Korea, the Filth

Force said. 
I’he U. S. Eighth Army said two 
companies of

spearheaded 
Thursday 
night’s 
attack.

Where it is “necessary to the 
public interest,” witnesses may not 
be excused from testifying or pro­ 
ducing records on grounds of self­ 
incrimination and subjection

But 
when compelled to testify, after 
claiming constitutional privileges 
against 
self-incrimination, 
the 
witness shall not be prosecuted. 
No Precedent 
This is a power never exercised 
by any committee of Congress, as 
far as could be determined. The 
only power to enforce testimony 
used by Congressional committees 
is the power to cite a witness for 
contempt and this is subject to 
approval by the whole House or 
Senate. 
Similarly, the power to subpoe­ 
na witnesses and documents out­ 
side as well as inside the govern­ 
ment was considered 
somew'hat 
unusual in the present case. 
It was said, after a quick check, 
that not even in the Teapot Dome 
hearings of the 1920s did Senate 
staff investigators have the pow­ 
er to subpoena outside the gov­ 
ernment. 
Mr. Truman told his news con­ 
ference that he did not know if 
the executive branch of govern­ 
ment had ever sought such powers 
before, but said he had Attorney 
General McGrath’s full backing. 
Heretofore, Congress has grant­ 
ed the power to subpoena witness­ 
es and documents only to its own 
committees, and to certain execu­ 
tive agencies such as the Federal 
Trade Commission, the Immigra­ 
tion Service and Federal Power 
Commission. 


King George VI 


Taken To Final 


Resting Place

WINDSOR, Eng — (Ab — Brit­ 
ain said farewell to George VI 
today in a great outpouring 
of 
sorrowful grandeur, and buried 
him here at Windsor with a hymn 
of triumphant faith. 
Elizabeth II, a queen at 25, led 
the nation’s final homage to her 
father. For 2Vi hours she rode 
in a horse-drawn carriage behind 
the casket to the 
dirge 
of 
IO 
bands, while more than a million 
Britons, packed tightly along the 
chill streets of London, bowed in 
reverence. 
Then she entrained for Wind­ 
sor with the body 
and 
saw 
it 
laid to rest in a crypt of royalty 
alread y holding George III and 
nine other sovereigns. 
Hymn of Victory 
The 
King’s 
mother. 
Mary, 
stayed in London with the weight 
of her 84 years, and waved her 
farewell from a window of Marl­ 
borough house. But the widowed 
Queen Mother Elizabeth was here 
with the Princess Margaret 
to 
hear the choir sing the hymn she 
and the new Queen had chosen— 
a hymn of victory, often sung at 
Easter: 
“The strife ie o’er, the battle 
done; 
“Now ie the victor’s triumph 
won x x” 
The Archbishop of Canterbury 
voiced the commital the Church 
of England assigns to King and 
commoner alike: 
“Earth to earth, ashes to ashes, 
dust to dust, in sure and certain 
hope of the resurrection to eter­ 
nal life x x” 
A slab of stone had been laid 
aside in the floor, and the oaken 
casket 
was 
lowered 
slowly 
to 
the side of the body of the King s 
brother, the First Duke of Kent, 
killed in a wartime air crash.

A jury of 12 white men 
late 
yesterday convicted the 24-year- 
old Negro of helping three others 
seize the 17-year-old girl 
from 
her 
farmer 
husband 
July 
IP. 
1949. and raping her. 
There was no recommendation 
for mercy, which made the death 
sentence 
mandatory. 
Circuit 
Judge Truman G. Flitch immedi­ 
ately pronounced 
the 
sentence, 
and Irvin was taken at once to 
the state prison. 
Irvin’s lawyers said they will 
file a motion for 
a 
new 
trial 
Monday, and if it is denied they 
again will appeal to have the ver­ 
dict set aside. 
Irvin was the last of the four 
Negroes who were accused of the 
crime which set off a series of 
mob 
demonstrations, 
shootings, 
and burnings of Negro homes 
in 
central 
Florida.

A routine fin­ 
gerprinting showed he was a fugi­ 
tive. 
Back in 1913 in Illinois he kill­ 
ed a tile - setter w'lth whom he 
worked. He was sentenced to serve 
25 years for second degree mur­ 
der. 
Six years later he escaped 
I rom a farm at Joliet, 111., prison. 
Hawley latei came to Detroit 
and lived a law Abiding life. The 
police didn’t bother him — until 
w’ine 
proved 
his 
undoing. 
He 
worked for years as a metal pol­ 
isher and when he got too old for 
factory work he did odd jobs, like 
washing dishes. 
Illinois 
authorities want him 
back and Governor Williams has 
signed an extradition warrant.

Tfie ju ry retired to its rooms 
at IO a. rn. after being instructed 
by Circuit Judge Glenn W. Jack­ 
son in the possible verdicts they 
could deliver—guilty as charged, 
guilty of assault or not guilty of 
the charge of manslaughter. 
Death Followed Fracas 
They 
deliberated 
nearly 
two 
hours on the evidence and testi­ 
mony presented in the three-day 
trial in which 24 witnesses were 
called to the stand by the state 
and the defense to testify in the 
case. 
The count of m anslaughter was 
brought against Swanson follow­ 
ing the death of South on July 
16. 1951 after a scuffle between 
the two men in the South general 
store and filling station in Cor­ 
nell. 
Testimony during the three-day 
trial brought out the fact that 
Swanson entered the 
store 
the 
evening of July 16 to ask South 
to refrain from selling 
certain 
goods to his family. 
Whereupon, 
Swanson reported, South 
struck 
him, having contended earlier that 
he was free to make any lawful 
sale in his place of business that 
he desired. 
A 
struggle 
followed,

which South inflicted a number 
of body injuries on Swanson and 
so weakened his own condition 
through over-exertion of a fail­ 
ing heart that he died

time later while being taken

operating with the Farmers Home 
Administration this year,

said today. 
To 
achieve 
the 
new 
record, 
agency 
borrowers are planning 
better balanced crop and livestock 
programs, analyzing ways to keep 
family members more fully 
em ­ 
ployed, adopting systems for bet­ 
ter land use and more productive 
or “bigger acres,” increasing farm 
efficiency 
through 
proper 
m a­ 
chinery and equipment, and im ­ 
proving inadequate housing. 
In this area, special stress will 
be put on raising more small grain 
and feed crops. 
The aim of higher yields from 
present land and labor is a part of 
the national production campaign 
for 1952, in which all farmers and 
agricultural agencies are

point where a tough winter would 
bring danger of starvation. The 
area is good cedar country 
that 
produces much food 
both from 
the cedar abd from crops on farms 
there. It is 
sufficiently 
isolated 
that boundaries of

Hunting area can be clearly defin­ 
ed. 
Deer Even Eat Onions 
Farmers in the area complain 
of deer damage. One man claimed 
that he could no longer grow a 
vegetable garden, even near the 
farm home. It is claimed that the 
deer even eat onions. The claim is 
made that the deer harvest the 


outs before the farmer can get to 
it.

Special Deer 
Season Urged 


Special seasons in problem areas 
in addition to the regular 
buck 
season will be the method of im­ 
plementing authority to 
manage 
the deer herd, should 
that 
be 
granted by the Michigan Legisla­ 
ture, Ilo H. Bartlett 
told 
the 
Wolverine Conservation Associa­ 
tion here last night. The aim is 
to take enough deer out of the 
problem area to bring the herd in­ 
to line with the food available, 
he said. 
The Stonington area has been 
selected as one of the areas in the 
Upper Peninsula 
to get special 
treatment, if 
the 
Conservation 
Commission is given the author­ 
ity and it follows recommenda­ 
tions of the departm ent’s 
game 
division B artlett said. The herd 
there has 
built up 
rapidly 
in 
recent years, a 
definite 
browse 
line is showing up on some parts 
of the peninsula as an indication 
that number's of deer are at the 
point where a tough winter would 
bring danger of starvation. The 
area is good cedar country 
that 
produces much food 
both from 
the cedar gpd from crops on farms 
there. It is 
sufficiently 
isolated 
that boundaries of 
the 
special 
nunting area can be clearly defin­ 
ed. 
Deer Even Eat Onions 
Farmers in the area complain 
of deer damage. One man claimed 
that he could no longer grow a 
vegetable garden, even near the 
farm home. It is claimed that the 
deer even eat onions. The claim is 
made that the deer harvest the 


oats before the farm er can get to 
it. 
Presently, in the 
IOO 
square 
mile area covered by the Ston­ 
ington peninsula, the hunters are 
legally taking three 
bucks 
per 
square mile and it is proposed to 
attem pt to kill off three additional 
deer per square mile by 
permit 
hunting in a special season. 
The additional deer kill would 
come in a special season to fol­ 
low the regular buck season, with 
the hunters being drawn by • lot. 
They would be allowed 
to take 
either bucks, does or lawns. Hunt­ 
ers who filled a 
license in 
the 
regular season would not be eli­ 
gible for special permits. 
To protect farmers in the area, 
Howard Eldred district game man, 
is proposing that the Stonington 
farmers set up a 
“Williamston 
plan”. Under such a plan farmers 
issue permits for hunting on their 
own 
lands, require hunters to 
leave their cars in the farm yard, 
and require hunters to check out 
there so the farmer knows who is 
hunting his land and what they j 
are taking off. In

Peninsula this plan has been the 
best answer yet worked 
out 
to 
the p r o b l e m created 
by 
the 
constantly 
growing 
num ber of 
properties posted with “no hunt­ 
ing” signs. 
Presents Comparisons 
Bartlett, who has been making 
a study of deer since 1928, detail­ 
ed the fluctuations of deer num ­ 
bers since the period just 
after 
the Civil War. He compared con­ 
ditions in Michigan with those in 
the states of

sota, Pennsylvania, New York and 
the Virginias.

ERHAPS in the interim caused by the 
death of K ing George VI B rita in ’s left­ 
w ing L aborites, led by A neurin Bevan, w ill 
indulge in some sober 
second 
thoughts 
about A nglo-A m erican relations. 
B evan’s first thoughts, voiced in th e first 
phase of the debate in P arliam ent on Prim e 
M inister C hurchill’s visit to 
th e 
U nited 
States, w ere strongly anti-A m erican. 
As usual, he talked as if. this nation w ere 
the one to be feared and the R ussian bear 
wrere as m eek as a kitten. 
His 
apparent 
terror at the possibility 
C hurchill m ight have com m itted B ritain to 
a ste m course of cooperative action w ith 
th e U. S. in the O rient in event th e truce 
talks fail is a dem onstration w hich reflects 
either gross ignorance or lack of respon­ 
sibility. 
How m any times does it have to be said 
th at the U nited States is as interested as 
any nation in a satisfactory K orean settle­ 
m ent? 
A fter all, which country is it th a t has 
suffered 100,000 casualties in K orea. C er­ 
tainly not Britain. 
O ne m ight be tem pted to suggest th a t 
B evan visit this side of the A tlantic to 
learn a few raw facts. But th ere’s no proof 
th at would help. 
A m an w ith his m ind m ade up does not 
look for facts that run counter to his con­ 
clusions. 
C lem ent 
A ttlee, 
form er L abor prim e 
m inister, cam e over once to ta lk things 
over w ith President Trum an. 
He had a chance to see and h ear A m er­ 
icans, to discover w hat they really think. 
B ut today, long m onths after his retu rn 
home, even he believes there is a “w ar p a r­ 
ty ” in this country which w ould like to 
broaden the conflict in Asia and “have it 
out” w ith the Com m unists. 
F ortunately, A ttlee’s m oderate spirit still 
controls the L abor party. B ut B evan, who 
appears bent on elevating fantasy and ir­ 
rationality into the realm of science, is get­ 
ting stronger.

N either m an seems to have any grasp of 
w orld realities. 
C hurchill,

His reaffirm ation of that link is, according 
to the best inform ation, th e only real com ­ 
m itm ent he m ade w hile in W ashington. 
T hat he m ust play this dow n and in ­ 
stead stress repeatedly th a t he m ade no 
specific pledges to join the U. S. in a pos­ 
sibly enlarged K orean w ar is a m easure of 
S evan’s low stature as a statesm an. 
If you would believe Bevan, a prom ise 
to stand firm with your friends against 
aggression is virtually a crim e against the 
state. 
He 
seeks 
to 
hum iliate 
and 
convict

they would not if the confusion and chaos 
abroad in the world did not create fears 
for them to play on. 
All we can do is hope th at m en of this 
kind do not prevail in the seats of power. 


th at has produced as much lively interest 
as has this school bond election. We think 
th at is fine, th a t it assures a large turnout 
in M onday’s voting. In that event, the re ­ 
sult of the election, w hether for or against 
the bond issue, will be a true determ ina­ 
tion of the w ishes of a m ajority of Esca­ 
naba citizens and taxpayers. 
The real issue in this campaign is w heth­ 
er or not Escanaba citizens are prepared to 
face up to th eir obligations to provide ade­ 
quate school facilities for their youngsters.

Those who recall that cam ­ 
paign can rem em ber that there w ere op­ 
ponents then, as there are now, to a pro­ 
posal to build a m uch needed school fa ­ 
cility. 
O ur record in support of public educa­ 
tion is one of consistency, well know n to 
everyone who has been a subscriber of this 
new spaper over the years.

WASHINGTON—It isn’t pleasant to con­ 
tem plate, but the inescapable fact is that 
Russia k not only outproducing 
us 
in 
planes, but is building up a reservoir of 
battle - tested pilots to fly them . 
The 
blunt fact is that the K rem lin 
is 
using 
Korea as a graduate school to train Russian 
pilots how to fly against A m erican planes. 
Rotating “classes” of Russian pilots have 
been m anning the M iG’s over K orea and 
learning Am erican combat techniques first 
hand. The present class showed up in K o­ 
rea on Novem ber I, is now about ready to 
graduate. 
Each 
class 
takes the same prescribed 
course. The first m onth is spent m aking 
navigational flights across Korea. The sec­ 
ond m onth is spent observing 
A m erican 
form ations at a safe distance. D uring this 
period, the M iG ’s will occasionally m ake a 
pass at a bom ber form ation, but it is all in 
practice. They never fire a shot. The M iG ’s 
also take care to keep out of the way of A ir 
Force F-86 Sabrejets during their b reak - 
ing-in period. 
By the third month, however, the Soviet 
student-piiots begin to tangle w ith A m eri­ 
can fighters—preferably w ith slower F-80 
Shooting Stars and F-84 Thunderjets. 
As 
the Russians gain experience, they m ix it 
up with our crack F-86 squads. 
The result is that the green R ussians are 
shot out of the skies at the ra te of 13 to 
our one. But the survivors become tough, 
skillful pilots, baptized by fire and able to 
hold their own against our best. 
Note—In 
contrast, 
w e 
send only our 
crack pilots to Korea, give our new pilots 
no battle training. Reason is th at w e are 
so short of F-86’s that we cannot risk let­ 
ting greenhorns fly them in combat. 
“MESSAGES TO MOSCOW” 
A lot of schools all over the country are 
taking 
advantage 
of 
the 
arrangem ent 
w hereby the school children of A m erica 
can broadcast via the Voice of Am erica to 
school children behind the Iron C urtain. 
M any new spapers are also cooperating. 
In Charleston, W. Va., the G azette is 
running a four-w eek contest among high 
school children for the best “Messages to 
Moscow.” The w inner of each w eek’s con­ 
test will be announced weekly, and at the 
end of the month the final w inner w ill be 
given a trip to New York to visit the U nited 
Nations and broadcast personally over the 
Voice of America. 
The Los Angeles News and the W ichita 
Eagle are coperating with California and 
Kansas schools in running sim ilar contests. 
The 
messages 
should not be over 150 
words, 
should 
tell about conditions in 
Am erican schools, and how the youngsters 
of this country w ant peace and resent the 
artificial barrier to friendship imposed by 
the Krem lin. Since the youngsters of today 
will have to carry out the A m erican for­ 
eign policy of tomorrow, this is an oppor­ 
tunity for them to help mould that foreign 
policy now.

Coming Home To Roost

Much About Heart Still Unknown 
But Each Year Brings New Data

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The gen­ 
eral field of heart disease — the 
country’s num ber one killer—is a 
curious m ixture of the known and 
the unknown, of science reaching 
out into the future for facts, and 
of science blocked and helpless be­ 
cause of what ii can’t find out. 
For instance, thrtee diseases ac­ 
count for about 90 per cent of all 
dam age to the heart. They are 
rheum atic fever; 
arteriosclerosis, 
or a hardening and narrowing of 
the coronary arteries; and hyper­ 
tension, or high blood pressure. 
Yet the cause of these three dis­ 
eases is not known. 
On the other hand, the fruits of 
research now 
enable 
the 
heart 
specialist to diagnose quickly and 
accurately 
heart 
diseases 
that 
were form erly overlooked or even 
unknown. 
By obtaining an accurate his­ 
tory of the patient’s past illnesses, 
as well as those of his 
parents 
and other blood relatives, the spe­ 
cialist goes a long way toward 
a 
complete 
diagnosis. 
But 
he 
would 
never act on that alone. 
He needs the corroborative check 
of detailed physical exam ination 
and special tests.

A reader writes “I would like to tell you 
of my experience when a child of ten. I rn 
now 82. My left hand was a m ass of w arts. 
“A schoolmate told me to steal a piece of 
red flannel and a piece of raw pork, to fold 
the pork in the flannel and bury it in the 
ground under a stone. 
“Feeling very guilty I did as directed, 
but strange to say in three days every w art 
disappeared, and I have had none since.’ 
An experience such as this re a d e r de­ 
scribes is by no means unusual since there 
are few* if any diseases in w hich so m any 
different kinds of treatm ent 
bring 
re ­ 
covery. 
This is the one disease in m edicine which 
is surrounded with more superstition than 
any other because of the ra th e r m y steri­ 
ous nature in which w arts com e and go. 
The response of w arts to treatm en t is all 
the m ore astonishing because 
they 
are 
caused by viruses which are sm all living 
bodies too tiny to see under the ordinary 
microscope. 
Why 
a 
condition 
caused by viruses 
should respond to strange treatm ents of the 
kind m entioned is something no one knows. 
The most common type is the so-called 
“seed wart” which occurs on the hands. 
Children are more likely to have warts 
than grownups, but they may come at any 
age. 


Medical science does not know just why 
w arts come, though they can be spread 
from one part of the body 
to 
another. 
There is no basis for the old superstition 
that handling toads will produce w arts. 
Painting w ith certain dyes, use of any 
one of several kinds of ointm ents, freez­ 
ing w ith carbon dioxide snow, and b u rn ­ 
ing w ith diatherm y needles have all been 
used w'ith success. 
Oi*e of the favorite treatm ents consists 
in the use of injections containing a heavy 
metal called bism uth. W arts also disappear 
in most cases after X -ray treatm ent. 
CURED BV SUGGESTION 
The most astonishing treatm ent of all. 
how'ever, is the m ethod suggested. How the 
mind can have an effect on a virus disease 
is a m ystery. 
This does not involve the use of anything 
locally or by injection. Nevertheless, it has 
long been know n that w arts which have 
been present for m any years can disappear 
suddenly and com pletely. 
This has been confirm ed by scientific ob­ 
servers. Ju st how' to go about this kind of 
treatm ent is not settled and some doctors 
are skeptical about it, 
but many others 
claim {hit it does happen. 
W arts usually are not serious but they 
remain a su b ject of fascinating interest.

When both parents 
have had it. the chances that their 
children will have it are “ very 
high.” the specialists say. 
It is known also that hardening 
of the arteries is very common 
among diabetics. 
Despite the fact that the dra­ 
m atic qualities of heart disease 
convince many people that they 
have it when they haven’t, 
its 
ravages still are frightening. 
This can be seen in figures like 
these from the American H eart 
Association: 
About 10.000.000 people in the 
United States have some form of 
heart disease. 
Of these an esti­ 
mated half - million are elemen­ 
tary and high school children. Dis­ 
eases of the heart and blood ves­ 
sels < they are usually lumped to­ 
gether* kill more people each year 
than the next five causes of death 
combined. 


do not open and close norm ally. 
This m akes the heart work too 
hard to produce the proper flow of 
blood. 
To correct such conditions, work 
is in progress to substitute, surgi­ 
cally, plastic valves for the real 
ones. 
The technique has already 
been perfected in dogs.

Scientists also

Two such experim ents, financed 
by the H eart Association, 
have 
worked successfully on sm all ani­ 
m als. 
They are approaching the 
stage when trial on hum ans will 
be possible. 
T here’s also the artificial kid- 


tions of the hum an kidney for 
ney, which can perform the func- 
hours at a time, thus substituting 
for the organ in our bodies. Kid­ 
ney disease frequently has been 
associated with high blood pres­ 
sure, one of the m ajor 
causes 
of heart dam age. 
T here’s hope for the old heart, 
and the hope lies in research. 
Spearheading such 
work 
is 
the 
A m e r i c a n 
H eart Association, 
which last year spent $1,250,000 
on research alone. 
The organiza­ 
tion’s 
national 
fund 
cam paign 
goal this year is $8,000,000.

Today, thanks to the an­ 
tibiotics, at least four out of five 
people recover from it.

er realized the cause of his prob­ 
lems, he relaxed and carred his 
tray happily ever after.

counselling,” 
He doesn’t suggest to a patient 
w hat the cause of hi* trouble is; 
he 
quietly 
brings 
underlying 
problems to the surface and lets 
the patient suddenly realize his 
own difficulties. 
His theory is that 
most inef­ 
ficient w orkers — from a w aiter 
who drops trays to a reporter 
who spells words inkorrektly— 
are inefficient because 
of some 
psychological reason. Many years 
as a consulting psychologist for 
large firm s have convinced him 
the theory is right. 
He tested it at the hotel on the 
five waiters w ith the worst rec­ 
ords. 
These w ere the ones most 
likely to spill w'ater, drop trays 
and antagonize custom ers. 
A fter 
he 
talked 
to 
them 
for 
three 
months, 
their 
accident 
record 
dropped 300 per cent. 
G reenw ay, a sm all man with 
a soothing voice and a volcanic 
pipe, has had equally good re­ 
sults w ith the bellboy*. Like that 


butter-fingered lad who dropped 
valises 
on 
people’s 
toes 
w ith 
bom b-sight accuracy. 
* 
* 
•» 
A tew talk* brought out the 
fact that the boy had been under 
his 
father’s 
thum b. 
His 
bag- 
dropping routine was an “an ti­ 
authority attitude” by w hich he 
was unconsciously revenging him ­ 
self. 
A nother bell-hop had an equal­ 
ly 
irritating habit. 
He’d 
bring 
guests to their rooms w ith their 
bags, but forget the keys. W hile 
they waited im patiently

Trout Season Opener 
Loses Its Monopoly 
Under New Fish Laws

LANSING—(J"!—This is the year 
that 
Michigan’s 
new 
liberalized 
fishing seasons go into effect and 
the opening of the trout season 
loses its monopoly on the last Sat­ 
urday in April. 
For many, many years the be­ 
ginning of the glorious spring and 
summer seasons in the outdoors 
was heralded by the opening of 
the trout season. 
Thus it came to be a tradition 
that the trout stream s and lakes 
were crowded with hordes of peo­ 
ple. many of whom never went 
trout fishing again until the next 
spring. 


Other Attractions 


Maybe half of them were serious 
trout fishermen. 
In fact, it got to 
the point that the out and out trout 
fisherman waited for a week or 
two before going out for the first 
time themselves. 
This crowding and heavy pres­ 
sure on the streams on the opening 
weekend became a m atter of con­ 
cern, not only for trout fishermen 
but also the conservation depart­ 
ment fish researchers. 
They have been saying for some 
time that Michigan trout waters 
can’t stand indefinitely all the fish­ 
ing they have been getting. 
The conservation department rec­ 
ommend delaying the trout open­ 
ing a couple of weeks and opening 
the bluegill, pike, walleye and mus­ 
kellunge seasons at the same time. 
The legislature wouldn’t go for 
delaying the trout season opening 
but they were receptive to opening 
the other seasons at the same time. 
So this yea.r, for the first time, 
there will be other attractions for 
the last Saturday in April. 
Besides trout, the popular blue­ 
gills. which thrive all over the 
state, and the scrappy pike, mus­ 


kellunge and walleyes will become 
legal. 
This change moves the bluegill 
opening from late in June and the 
pike and muskie opening from May 
15. 
The bass season opening was 
left in late June. 
There is a great hope among the 
trout fishing fraternity that the’ 
change will take much of the 
crowds away from the streams 
and put them on lakes, where 
probably many would rather have 
been all the time if it had been 
legal. 
No one expects that the trout 
stream s will be exactly deserted, 
but it is now possible that you’ll 
be able to go trout fishing on open­ 
ing weekend without getting tram ­ 
pled under foot. 
One almost sure effect of the 
change is going to be to get sev­ 
eral thousands more out into the 
outdoors on the last Saturday in 
April. 
The day stands a good chance of 
becoming much more the day to 
celebrate the arrival of spring and 
summer outdoor activities than it 
ever was.

Dear Editor: 
It is possible I should not have 
this published, and it may not be 
done, but to w rite it I have no 
doubts. These thoughts have come 
to mind because of the impending 
School Bond Election. 
I do not 
necessarily agree with 
all 
the 
arguments 
of 
either side; 
but 
some of the proponets of the af­ 
firmative, board members, school­ 
men and others have irked me 
because of their method of pre­ 
sentation, or should I say propa­ 
ganda. I think the principals our 
schools should teach 
are 
truth, 
honesty, and 
other high ideals. 
Here are some of the reasons 
I 
don’t think the truth has always 
prevailed entirely on the affirm a­ 
tive team. 
1. They tell us our High School 
is a fire trap. But the boiler or 
furnace, a common cause of fire, 
is 
separated 
from 
the 
main 
main building. 
2. They tell us that the halls or 
corridors are dark. I say they are 
not much darker than 
those of 
the Junior High School a 
much 
newer building. 
3. They tell us the High School 
‘is old and falling apart. 
I know 
of several brick business 
build­ 
ings in the heart of 
Escanaba’s 
business section that are as old or 
older and I don’t think they are 
being condemned. Harvard 
Col­ 
lege is old too, but don’t mention 
to alumnus or students about con­ 
demning it. 
The rest of these thoughts about 
education and 
schools 
are 
not 
necessarily connected 
with the 
School Bond Election. 
Education is not always at its 
best because of new brick build- I 
ings, etc. The best education is re­ 
ceived from good teachers, good 
books and other school equipment 
such as libraries, laboratories and 


workshops. Through the years w» 
have treated our teachers poorly, 
expecting much and giving little 
in return. 
We have many good 
reachers but they stay primarily 
ior the ideals they wish to teach 
rather than the remuneration they 
leceive. 
I don’t iikq 
our local school 
marking system and many P. T. A. 
members don’t either. You can't 
take a IOO, 1000 or more school 
children and m ark a few of them 
good, most of 
them 
satisfactory 
and a few unsatisfactory and get 
the best of their efforts. 
Human 
nature works for rewards, money, 
honor, praise, possibly in that or­ 
der. 
I don’t like the proposed loca­ 
tion for the new 
High 
School. 
Seems somewhat out of the way to 
me. Who owns the land'and how 
much is it going 
to cost? 
Why 
they located the old “bad” one 
where they did I don’t know, it 
was done before my time, 
but 
many a child from the north side 
of the tracks did not get a 
high 
school education because of 
the 
inaccessibility to the high school. 
But we the Class of ’28 loved 
the old school. There was about 
600 of us out there in four classes 
and we w eren't crowded. 
I 
re­ 
member we used to sing: 
I want to go back to Esky High 
So dear to memory 
To enter thru her welcome doorrf 
And stroll along her corridors 
We didn't mind 
the corridors 
being a 
little 
dark 
either—Oh 
Boy. 
In closing I would like to say I 
am for American Education. The 
more the better. But let us separ­ 
ate it from buildings. Remember 
John Greenleaf (Whittlers: 
Still sits the schoolhouse by the 
road 
A ragged beggar sleeping 
Around it still the sumacs grow 
And blackberry vines are creeping 
Within the m aster desk is seen 
Deep scared from raps official 
'I he warping floors, the battered 
seats 
The jack knife s carved initial. 
There were outside privies, 
all 
draft ventilation abd frozen water 
pails but many great personalities 
came from these beggars. 
A new grade school, now, Yes. 
A Junior or community 
college, 
Yes. But let’s go at this slowly. 
Lets get the most for our money 
as well as the best.
